.nated route to one running from Fred - 
eric to Waters parallel with the Mich- 
igan Central railroad. Should this 


change go thru it would cut off one of | 


the best agricultural sections of Craw- 
ford county. This community for the 
future must largely depend upon the 
avricultural development of the coun- 
ty, and such a change would badly 
cripple the fine start we now have in 
Maple Firest. A representative of 
the Board of Trade will be sent to 
Lansing to confer with the State 


highway department upon the matter. ! 


The following directors were elect- 
ed: A. J. Joseph, T. P. Peterson, 
Holger F. Peterson, B. E. Smith and 
Holger Hanson. all for two years, 
and B. A, Cooley for one year to fil! 
the vacancy made by the leaving of 
C. W. Olson. The remaining mem- 
bers on the board of directors whose 
terms do not expire at this time arc 
Marius Henson, C. M. Morfit, Harry 
Simpson and O. P. Schumann. 

New Officers. 

The presidency of the board was 
offered Vice President C. M. Morfir 
but was declined, the latter sayine 
that it was not always possible te 
leave his work whenever it might bx 
necessary to do so. This was con- 
siderable of a disappointment to the 
members. Mr. Morfit has been the 
vice president for the past two years.

Peterson; vice president, Holger Han- 
son, and secretary and treasurer, B. E 
Smith, superintendent of schools. 
Fred Alexander has been the secre- 
tary-treasurer for the past two years 
and his earnest effort is appreciated 
by the members. 

The Board is paving for its clut 
room furnishings and is still greatly 
in debt but has sufficient funds to 
keep up its obligations. It is expect.

| Military Orders and School Children 


Able Speakers Talk. 


Armistice Day, the reat day that 
peace after four years 
of war, Was fittingly ceiebrated in 
Grayling this year. It was observed 
by the blowmg of whistles, an eain- 
est prayer, a street parade, program 
of speeches and a joyous gathering 
of dancers in the evening. It was 
done in joyous commemoration of the 
day when the buoming uf cannuns was 
stilled and the flow of precious bivod 
was stanched. And also in henor of 
assembling at our nation’s capitol of 
carnest statesmen to whem a world is 
ain) hepe. 

The day was bright and cheerfu: 
and everywhere the spirit of the day 
was apparent. At 12:00 o'clock novi 
the big mili whist'e biew and inen 
was silent tor two minutes and ciien 
blew again. vuring this two minute 
interval many men, women and chil- 
dren, facing toward Flanders field, 
uifered up prayer for those who lind 
miade the great sacrifice--had gone 
west. It was a sad two minutes. 
Thousands of homes in our land are 
in deep sorrow over the loss of father, 
sens or brothers, and if this respect 
paid by the }.eople of our nation ean 
do nothing more than help to lighten 
the sorrows and make the burden of 
loss more endurable, then we say it is 
worth much,

First in line came the Grayling 
band which was closely followed by 
the colors and American Legisn em- 
blem. These were borne by Corporal 
Wilfred Laurent and Private Leo Jor- 
genson with Earie J. Hewitt and Er- 
nest J. Duvall acting as color guards. 
Behind the colors marched the veter- 
ans of the World war, members of the 
Ladies Nationa! League and Women’s 
Relief Corps and the sehool children. 
Of the latter there were more than 
500. In the procession was a movn- 
ster American fiag. carried flat bv 
ten American Legion men, and a Red 
Cross float. The whole parade was 
a pretty sight and one to inspire pa- 
triotism and love of country—the 
principles for which Qld Glory stands. 

The parade broke up at the schoo! 
house and nearly ail participants and 
ruany others assembled in the High 
school auditorium to listen to a pa- 
triotie program. During the assemb- 
ly of the people the Citizens band 
dispensed a number of pleasing seiec- 
tions. After playing the Star Spang- 
led Banner, Private Emil Giegling, 
acting as master of ceremonies, ex- 
tended a hearty welcome to the au- 
dience to the publie services “un this 
day which we all hold dear.” 

After singing America Rev. C. E. 
Doty gave the invocation. All the

Doty talked of the disarma- 
ment meeting that wns to be held in 
Washington beginning the following 
morning, and also of topics pertaining 
to the day, recalling the scenes the 
day the armistice was signed three 
years ago that day. 

Emil Giegling talked on the subject 
of the American Legion. Rev. Fr. 
QO. A. Bosler of St. Mary’s church, # 
neweomer in our city and the succea- 
sor to Rev. Fr. E. J. Walters, offered 
prayer for those who had given up 
their lives for thelr country and made 
the great sacrifice. Before the prayer 
Rev. Bosler made a few interesting 
ing remarks. Among the interesting 
things he said was that the people 
forgot altogether too soon those who 
had died, and that it was well that 
we had these occasions where we may 
bring to our minds those who had 
passed away. 

At the conclusion of the program 
Band Master Clark sounded taps. 

In the evening the members of the 
American Legion gave a ball in Tem- 
ple theatre and invited everybody who 
cared to spend the evening in that way 
to join them. There was a large at- 
tendance and everybody had a good 
time. Music was furnished by Clark’s 
orchestra. The Maccahee ladies serv- 
ed refreshments in the lodge dining 
room beginning at 16:00 o’clock. One 
of the features of the party was a 
Red Cross booth, where the guests 
might renew their memberships in 
that organization.

In April Abe wrote another address 
to the voters announcing that he was 
again a candidate for a seat in the 
fegisiature, Late that month Harry 

walked with him to Pappsville where 
a crowd had assembled, to attend a 
public sale. At one place there were 
men in the crowd who kuew Harry's 
record in the war. They called on 
him for a speech. He spoke on the 
need of the means of transportation 
fn Sangamon county with such insight 
and dignity and convineing candor 
that both Abe and the audience hailed 
him as a coming man, Abe and he 
were often seen together those days.

When France obtained the mandate 
for Syria after the World war, she 
fell heir to what is reputed to be the 
oldest “Iiving’ eity in the world— 
Damascus. Nearly 4,000 years ago the 
writer of Genesis mentioned this old 
city, and spoke of it as a place of 
note. It existed when the Pharaohs 
ruled over Egypt; it probably saw 
Babylon rise, and certainly it saw that 
proud city fall. And It has Nved as 
other world-famous places about It 
have passed into oblivion or lost their 
glory: Memphis, Thebes, Nineveh, 
Sardis, Tyre, Sidon, Jerusalem, Susa, 
Ephesus—a long procession of mighty 
citles. 

Situated at the head of Arabla, near 
the east end of the Mediterrauean aud 
on the land route between Egypt and 
the reat of Africa on one hand, and 
Asia and Europe on the other, Damas- 
cus occupied a position in which it 
could not avold importance. With the 
establishment of Mohammedanism, it 
took on increased {mportance as the 
assembling point for the final long 
crossing of the desert sands to holy 
Mecca, And when it is added that the 
city is encompassed by a fertile plain 
through which flows an abundance of 
water, its early consequence, its viril- 
{ty and its long Ife can easily be un- 
derstood, It is set in the oasis of 
OfAses, @ grove more than 60 miles tn 
eircult of nut and fruit trees in- 
terspersed with gardens of vegetables. 
No wonder the Bedouins from the 
sandy stretches of Arabia and Syria 
called it “the pearl of the desert!” 

In recent times Damascus was the 
second city in Turkey, being surpassed 
in size and importance-only by Con- 
Btantinople. Now Aleppo, also in old 
Turkish territory, and since the war, a 
part, too, of French Syria, has about 
overtaken Damascus in size. But 
Damescus' hoary traditions will long 
give it first place in the hearts of 
the East. : 

Fascination of its Streets. 

Damascus is the rendezvous of peo- 
ples from all purts of the Moham- 
medan world. One cannot be long on 
{ts atreets without being interested 


swarm through them, and, in spite 
of creed and nationality, manage to 
keep sweet tempered, The urban Da- 
mascene rubs aguinst the swarthy. 
sun-burnt son of the desert without 
even a word of scorn or anger; the 
Mohammedan shoulders the Jew as if 
they were brothers in the faith; the 
spotiess visitor from the Occident 
jostles the not-any-too-clean peasant 
from the surrounding villages, while 
Persians, Moors, Afghans, Indians, 
Egyptians, Sudanese, and others from 
auany parte of the globe hurry along, 
all intent on something of {mportance 
that has brought them to this me- 
tropolis of the Orient. 

On the streets are to be seen ven- 
ders of almost everything under the 
sun, especially in the way of eatables, 
und, to those who are familiar with 
the value of the goods offered for sale, 
the words of the native visitor are 
plain when he informs you that “in 
Damascus you can sup or breakfast 
for nothing,” because of the little cost 
of food. 

On the same street, withIn a few 
yards of each other, may be seen the 
vender of cucumbers with hix wares 
fresh from the garden, exposed on 4 
donkey's back (when the load was 
éold in pre-war days, it brought be 
tween 20 and 30 cents); the bread 
seller with his warm cakes of bread 
op a tray resting on a stand ready to 
supply the hyngry with a good-sized 
lont for a cent, and the vender of 
milk, who for another cent will give 
you a sarge basin of sweetened milk 
in which to soak your loaf. At differ- 
ent sensons you may fare well at 
little cost off melons, grapes, apri- 
cots, plums, peaches, apples, oranges, 
figs, ete., all the products of the gar- 
dens and orchards around the city.

But some will ask whence comes ali 
this abundunce, for in no other part 
of Syria or Palestine is there such a 
profusion of ‘fruft and vegetables at 
such low prices. The cause is the

ahundant water supply provided by 
the ever-flowing and tfe-produciug riv- 
er Barada, the Abana of the Bible. 

Rising some miles northwest of the 
city, the river {s conducted to all parts 
of Damascus through thousands of 
channels. It is also tapped to Irri- 
gate the gardens, orchards, and fields 
outside the city that are constantly 
under cultivation to supply the needs 
of the inhabitants, 

There are many pleasant spots by 
the river’s side, whither the Da- 
mascenes resort after the work and 
business of the day to pass an hour 
over the coffee cup or the ever-accept- 
able water pipe as they talk over the 
news of the day or the doings of the 
outer world as revealed to them 
through the ANbic or Turkish papers. 

Would you investigate closer some 
of the most primitive and interesting 
doings of the Damascene, turn aside 
to the place where the famous Damas- 
eus curtains are made, and there in 
semidarkness you will find dozens of 
lads and men engaged in weaving 
these requisites of the home on the 
most primitive of looms, and yet they 
are able to produce an article that 
will compete with anything from. the 
most complete and up-to-date factory 
in Europe. 

Or, would you see how thousands 
of bushels of flour and measures of 
oll are produced, you have only to turn 
aside into one of the many mills to 
see that {nstead of steam the patient 
camel ig used to turn the mill whose 
stones crush the grain or bruise the 
berries or seeds from which different 
olls are extracted. Some wil say, 
primitive, indeed; but the Damas- 
cene’s reply would be that it is ef- 
fective and inexpensive; and, where 
time is of Httle object, these are im- 
portant items. 


Views From a Minaret. 


But the sights of Damascus are not 
ail on the streets. For a good view 
of the city itself one must get the fa- 
vor of @ minaret keeper, and have hia 
permission to climb to the gallery of 
the minaret and from there look out 
over the roofs, courts, towers, and 
streets of the city below. Be it said 
to the credit of the Damasvene that, 
aithough he is a faithful follower of 
the "desert prophet,” the fanaticism 
su often exhibited by Mohammedans 
f§ absent in him. ‘ 

An interesting cutiook of the city Is 
obtained from a minaret near the west 
end or “the street called Straight.” 
From this position one immediately 
appreciates how well that ancient 
theroughfare deserves {ts name, for 
It runs in a direct line across the 
city from west to east for about one 
and a half miles. This street, which 
is roofed In, still bears the same name 
as jn the days of the Apostie Paul. 

‘The principal attraction of the city 
ig the great mosque, which jis located 
in the heart of the busy capita) and 
can only be reached through one. of 
its many populous streets. This spa- 
vious resort for worship was rebuilt, 
enrly in the Twentieth century, the 
funds being contributed from all parts 
of the Moslem world, for bi 1893 the 
edifice had been almost entirely de 
atroyed by fire. 

The inosque has had a varied ex- 
perience, being ut one time a heathen 
temple, then a Christtan church, then 
held Jointly by the Mehammedans and 
Chrfstians and used as church and 
mosque at the same time; but since 
the Eighth century the Mohammedans 
have had the sole use of It for their 
own purposes. 

In the mosque is the reputed tomb 
of John the Baptist's head, a shrine 
respected alike by Mohammedans and 
Christians. The local tradition saya 
that after the execution of the Mes- 
siah's forerunner his head was sent 
ta Damascus, then the capital of the 
district over which Herod had juris 
diction, so that his superior officer 
might see that the déed had really 
been done and one supposed inciter to 
rebellion disposed of. When the Sar- 
acen conqueror Khalid captured Da- 
mascus and was searching the church 
for treasure, he came across this 
revered relic and caused it to be in- 
terred and covered by a fine structure, 


Rifles Doomed Sea Otter

given rifles, the sea otter’s fate was 
aealed, for the’ noise of the surf and 
the distance from which the hunter 
could alm made it easy to kill them.

RECORDS OF GREAT BENEFIT 


Much -Valuable information on Rela- 
tions Between Milk and Butter. 
fat Production. 


(Prepared by the United States Department 
of Agriculture.) 


Tabulation of the yearly records of 
88,582 cow-testing association cows 
has brought to light mucb valuable 
Information on the relations between 
milk and butterfat production, butter- 
fat test, income over cost of feed, and 
other factors, suy specialists of the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. The average milk production 
per cow was 5,980 pounds; butterfat, 
246 pounds; butterfat test, 4.11 per 
cent; income over cost of feed, $55.69; 
returns for $1 expended for feed, 
$2.11, 


The records show that in those as- 
sociations where the work hag been 
continued for a tong period the pro- 
duction has generally increased from

year to year. As production § in- 
creased, the income over cost of feed 
increased rapidly, and for each in- 
crease of 50 pounds in butterfat there 
was an increase of $15 in income over 
cost of feed. 

Cows that freshened in the fall pro- 
duced more milk and butterfat and 
greater average income over cost of 
feed than those which freshened tn 
the spring or summer. Large cows 


excelled snail cows of the same breed 


fb production of milk and butterfat 
and jn income over cost of feed. As 
the butterfat test increased, the av- 
erage production of butterfat advanced 
and the average production of milk 
declined. 

These records also indicate that 
cows remain in the herd an average 
of about 4.7 years, 


BETTER-STOCK CAMPAIGN AID 


Poster Issued by Department of Agri- 
culture Ilustrates Value of 
Good Dairy Cows 

“For the Children’s Snake” js the 
title of an attractive poster just issued 
by the United States Department of 
Agriculture, to be used in Its better- 
stock campaign. The poster shows 
two cows, each surrounded by pictures 
of healthy children. Good milk, it ts 
well known, is a health-giving food for 
children, but scrub cows do not give 
enough milk to feed many children. 
One of the animals shown on the 
poster fs a scrub cow which produced 
about five quarts of milk a day— 
enough to supply the five children who 
are grouped about her. The other cow 
{gs a purehred, which gave a daily yleld 
of 20 quarts—enough to feed the 20 
children surrounding her. 

“A good dairy cow,” says the post- 
er, “produces enough to feed about 
twenty children a quart of milk a day. 
An ordinary cow produces enough to 
feed about five children a quart a day, 
Every quart of milk contains health 
and a smile for some baby.”

~ STATE ROAD FUND 


FEDERAL AID MAKES TOTAL OF 
$15,000,000 WHICH Is NOW 
AVAILABLE. 


BRIDGES WILL GET ATTENTION 


Road Commissioner Rogors Says Time 
Will Be Devoted to Spans in 
South Half of State. 


Lansing-—-Michigaa will receive an 
additional $2,250,000 of federal high- 
way.aid, the federal highway depart- 
ment informed Frank I’. Rogers, high- 
way commisgoner, last week. 

This will mean that Michigan’s 
1922 road ,construction program will 
be based on an expenditure of $15,- 
000,000, imstead of the $13,000,000 
originally planned. , Bridge construc- 
tion, Mr. Rogers says, will be a much 
larger item in next year’s expendl- 
tures than {t has been in the expendi- 
tures this year. 

“We are so anxious to fill in the 
gaps in the trunk lines,” he said, 
“that we begrudged every cent and 
every minute spent on bridges this 
year. Now that the gaps are pretty 
well taken care of, we shall devote 
more time to bridges in the southern 
half of the state mext year, while a 
large part of our construction will be 
in the northern haif.” 

Mr. Rogers announced that no more 
state aid will be paid on county roads 
unless the highway program of the 
particular county has previously been 
submitted to the state highway de- 
partment and <s:proved, and the par- 
ticular road has been authorized as a 
state aid road. 

Under legislation enacted by the 
legislature, the highway department 
is authorized to specify the roads on 
whch state aid will be paid. The 
curtailment of expenditure on these 
projects is made necessary by the 
fact that the state has only $1,330,000 
with which to pay state rewards next 
year, 

The highway programs to be pre 
pared by the county road commission- 
ers are expected to outline road-bulld- 
ing programs for some years in the 
future, and to contemplate construc- 
tion of state aid roads, or improved 
roads of some sort, every three miles 
east and west and north and south 
across the county.

Bureau Aims to Give the Doubt 
to Claimants, 
Gen. Red Tape, merciless foe of the 
en- 


disabled man, has been almost 
tirely eliminated 
through efforts of 
the American Le 
gion, in its suc- 
cessful campaign 
for the passage 
of the Sweet bill 
—and the efforts 
of Charles R. 
Forbes, director 
of the  govern- 
ment veterans’ bu- 
reau. 

Himself a vet- 
eran and a Le. ~* 
gionnaire, Mr. Forbes has adopted a 
policy of secking out the disabled man, 
Instead of letting the disabled mun's 
claim find its way into a mgeon hole 
via the route of red tape. 

The government put an end to di- 
vided authority in its dealing with ex- 
service men with the appointment of 
Mr. Forbes as heed of the veterans’ 
bureau, This bureau dispenses the 
insurance, looks after hospital care and 
the difficult task of restoring disabled 
men to their former earning capacity, 
or creating them anew through voca- 
tional training. 

Mr. Forbes’ policy in dealing with 
compensation claims of disabled men 
and women gives the doubt to the 
claimant. ‘No claim,” says Mr. 
Forbes, “shall be disallowed unless the 
disallowance !8 imperative, and doubts 


j are to be decided in favor of the dis- 


abled man or woman.”

Throughout his Hfe, Alexandre Dumas 
had all the heedless irresponsibility of 
a reckless boy. He did not indulge in 
reveries about the pnst or dreams of 
the future. He ved spectacularly tn 
the preaent. 

His heediessness was most empha- 
sized at his paiatia! home, Monte 
Cristo, where his love for splendor and 
his prodigality ‘plunged him into debt. 
Most of his visitors, who came osten- 
stbly for an hour and remained for 
dnys, were penniless men end twomen, 
who were glad enough to find a piace 
where they could Hve loxartounsly for 
nothing.

This was the oath of the 
four comrades: of d'Artagnan, the
